As stated in the first report, these recommendations 
have been accepted. Dr. B. A. Keen of the Rothom- 
sted Experimental Station, who was appointed 
Director of the Imperial Institute of Agricultulal 
Besearcli, Pusa, in November, 1930, for one year, 
left the Institute on tUc termination of the period of 
his engagement. The Imperial Mycologist at the 
Institute was then appointed Director while retain- 
ing charge of his own Section. Dr. Keen had also 
suggested in his scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Pusa Institute that the Director should take an 
active part in roscarch and that his duties should be 
combined with the Headship of a Section.

As stated 'in the previous report, the advice of tho 
Imperial Council of Agrioulturol Research was sought ^ 
as to the type of courses which the Provinces require 
'.anf' '* j class of studej^ts wliich should be admitted 
.to the Tusa Institute. Thnmibject was discussed in 
3fthuary, 1931, nt a meeting of the Advisory Board 
of the Council, which adiJpicVl the following general 
Resolution That Pxisa ijlmuld continue to be

the university or the agricultural college several 
years before and are not acquainted irith tbc 
recent advances in pure science ; 



(c) that for universiiy students seeking admission to 
the post-graduate courses it should be insisted 
that ordinarily they should have the highest 
degree in science, short of a Doctor's degree, 
awarded by the university from which they 
came, and that for agricultural graduates a first 
class or a high position in the college gradation 
list should be demanded ;

(d) that entry to the post-graduate courses should not 
be confined to men already in Government 
service but should he open to private students ;

(e) that in each province there should be a selection 
committee on which due teptesentation should 
be given to universities and that the recommen- 
dations of such selection committees should go 
before a selection committee at Pusa, which 
should have the final voice in the selection of 
students. The Pusa authorities should have 
power to admit students who bad not gone 
before a provincial selection committee but who 
in their opinion were suitable for taking up the 

1 post-graduate course. In regard to qualifica- 

tions, ordinary candidates should not be select- 
ed unless they had the highest degree in science, 
short of a Doctor’s degree, which the university 
from which they came awarded.

Attention is invited to the remarks in the previous 
report. An examination of the replies received from 
the Governments of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa and 
Assam showed that while there was general agree- 
ment that a Central Jute Committee should bo estab- 
lished at an early date, considerable difference of 
opinion existed among the trade interests in Bengal 
in regard to the scope of the proposed Committee, its 
personnel and the method of financing it. The final 
proposals of the Government ‘of India, in the light of 
the local Governments* replies, were sent in January, 
1931, to the three local Governments and through 
them to the main commercial interests concerned, 
for criticism and sviggcstions. These proposals found 
acceptance by the Governments of Bihar and Orissa 
and Assam in their entirety but the reply of the 
Government of Bengal still disclosed the same wide 
cleavage of opinion among the commercial interests 
in that province in regard to the scope of the Com- 
mittee as well as its personnel. It was eventually 
decided in view of the existing financial conditions 
that the proposal shonld.be held over until the re- 
commendations of the Central Banking Bnqmry 
Committee on a scheme for the cstablishmonl; of a 
Central Jute Corporation, had' been examined by the 
Government of India.

TJie import, except by the Director of Aprioultnre, 
Madras Presideno)', of Ilcvca rubber plants and 
seeds into British India from America or from the 
M'est Indies has been prohibited. The import of 
coiTce plants, coiTee seeds and coiTco beans, except 
by the Director of Agriciilttiro, Madras Presidency, 
who may do so for experimental purposes only, has 
also lieun prohibited.

The Royal Commission on Labour in India has since 
made its report and has endorsed the recommenda- 
tion of the Royal Commission on Agriculture that 
all restrictions on the free movement of labour in 
India should bo reduced to a minimum and should 
be abolished as soon as possible. The Tea Districts 
Emigrant Labour Bill, which has been introduced in 
the Legislative Assembly and referred to a Select 
Committee will, if passed, in its present form, make 
it impossible to prohibit emigration to Assam from 
any area. The measure is also designed to make it 
possible to reduce to a minimum the control exer- 
cised over such emigration.

in his schemd for the reorganisation of the Pusa 
Insfiitute, Dr. l^Qcn, late Direcfdr, recommended 
^0 abolition 61 t!he post of Agronomist, as he con- 
sidcred it g^iilllc unsuitable for the work done at the 
^nBtitutc. suggested that a Class II post 
should be created instead, to which, a Statistician, 
with high qualifications' in mathematics, should bo 
appointed, whose main duty would be to apply 
statistical methods to field experiments. The Gov- 
ernment of India accepted these recommendations 
and orders abolishing the post of Agronomist issued 
in December, 1931. 

Certain schemes for the expansion and improvement 
of economic statistics have been undertaken and 
the question of establishing a separate Department 
of Statistics has been considered to some extent but 
further consideration has had to be postponed till 
the financial situation improves.

Action taken. 


Ajmer-Mcnvara, — Owing to financial conditions it 
was not found possible to provide any funds for tho 
agrictiltural, veterinary and co-operative develop- 
ment of this Province during 1931-32. The local 
Administration was, however, told that the Govern- 
ment of India were in complete agreement with its 
view that tho first essential was that the Province 
should have a qualified agricultural officer of its 
o^m and that it should develop a programme of 
expansion in conformity with his ad\'icc after he 
/iad Qssiaed iocai expeaeace aad studied the si3aie~ 
what peculiar conditions of the Province. It was 
suggested that efforta should be made to obtain a 
suitable senior experienced officer of tho provincial 
agricultural servico for this purpose and that 
proposals to this end should be subnutted in due 
course. No action, however, could be taken on this 
suggestion owing to continued financial stringency. 

Baluchistan. — ^Attention is invited to the remarks 
in the previous report. Owing to adverse financial 
conditions it was not found possible to provide 
funds in the 1931-32 budget for certain additional 
temporary stafi required for tho agricultural de- 
partment in Baluchistan. 

North-West Frontier Province — Agricultural Depart- 
ment, — ^In connection with the proposals of the 
local Administration for the expansion of the agri- 
cultural department it wos decided that before 
any extensive programme of agricultural develop- 
ment is embarked upon, tho Agricultural Expert 
to tho Imperial Council of Agricultural Research 
should visit tho Province to review the situation 
as a whole and advise the Development Commis- 
sioner in regard to the framing of detailed proposals. 
Meanwhile, a provision of Rs. 13,000 was made in 
the budget for 1931-32 to meet the cost of additional 
subordinate agricultural stafi and equipment, etc. 


Civil Veterinary Department. — ^In connection with 
tho development of this deportment a sum of 
Rs. 15,000 was provided to meet tho cost of four 
additional veterinary assistant surgeons, equip- 
ment, etc., and for grants-in-aid to mstrict boards 
for cattle breeding.. Tho four scholarships for 
training of candidates for the subordinate veterinary 
service, referred to in the previous report, were 
also sanctioned with effect from the middle of 
September, 1931. 


Co-operative Department. — A 'provision of Rs. 13,900 
was also made in the budget for 1931-32 to meet 
the cost of additional staff required for the develop- 
ment of this department. 


Anefamans . — The question of reorganisation of the 
agricultural deportment in the Andamans was- 
not proceeded with on account of financial strin- 
gency.

General rc>natJcsj-—Jn connection the general 
question of tho supervision which should be cxcr> 
cised over agricultural and veterinary organisations 
in tho Minor Administrations, the Royal Commis- 
sion on Agriculture recommended that the Director 
of Agriculture ond the Director of Veterinary 
Scrriccs of the neighbouring major Frorince should 
be appointed advisers to the head of the minor 
Province concerned and should visit that province 
occasionally. The Government of India, after 
careful examination of this recommendation have 
come to the conclusion that, except in the special 
eases of North-West Frontier Pro\'incc and tho 
Delhi Province, the arrangement proposed is open 
to the objection that it would be impossible foe the 
Directors to devote sufficient attention to tlic needs 
of the minor Province and is not, therefore likely 
to prove a suitable one. Minot Administrations 
already have the fullest liberty to ask for tho 
assistance of the experts of the Imperial Insti- 
tutes at Pusa and Mitkicsar and of the Imperial 
Council of Agricultural Resfareh. The Government 
of India consider that this sliotild pros'idc all the 
assistance they require in dealing with their agri- 
cultural and vcU'rinnry problems. The Minor 
Administrations have been informed accordingly.

their contributions. The recommendation was that 
if tho extra money required could not ho found, the 
Exhibition Galleries presented tho one field where 
economy might ho least regrettable. In the light 
of tho decision of 1928, detailed in the first report, 
tho Government of India have acquiesced in this 
view.
